And What Have You

When the 18-year-olds received the 
right to vote on July I it is quite likely 
that a whole new world of legal 
problems will be coming to the sur­ 
face soon. For instance, can an 18- 
year-old serve on a jury? Are they, or 
should they still be, considered 
minors until they are 21. 


Vermont has already taken a step 
which the other states 
probably 
should take. They have lowered the 
age of manhood to 18. In that state an 
18-year-old can enter into a legal 
contract. His parents are freed from 
the responsibility of supporting him 
when he reaches the age of 18. He can 
marry without parental consent and 
can claim many other public rights 
and responsibilities previously not 
reached until the age of 21. 


All of these problems came to the 
surface when Ohio approved the 
constitutional 
am endm ent, 
thus 
becoming the 38th state to do so. It 
took the okay of legislatures in three 
fourths of the states. The ratification 
of the amendment granted the right 
for those persons to vote in all elec­ 
tions, whether local, state or federal. 


Now that they can vote — what 
about all of the other privileges and 
responsibilities that come with the 
age of 21, should they be lowered to 18 
too? 


The first real question along this 
line that seems to come up is that of 
jury service. Under present state 
laws, anyone who is on the registered 
voter list is qualified to sit on a jury. 
Put at the same time thee is a 
provision in the new jury law that you 
must take jurors from the county 
voter registration rolls but they must 
be 21 years old. 


But if the 18-year-old is on the 
voting list can you exclude him? Thi.; 
is a question that county officials w il 
have to wait for the Attorney General 
to decide. I noticed that in Deaf Smith 
County they are going to make up two 
lists for the present time — one with 
18-year-olds and one without — and 
let the lawyers decide which list they 
want to use. 


I suppose that if an 18-year-old 
student is called for jury duty the 
schools will have to give them an 
excused absence. 


What a lot of people failed to realize 
when all the fuss started to lower the 
voting age was that 21 was not just an 
age someone had picked out of thin 
air and decided that that would be a 
good age to let people start voting. It 
was set at this age because a lot other 
things happen at the age of 21. 


Now the question will be should the 
age of maturity be lowered to 18 
because of the right to vote at that age 
or should it be left at 21? 


One interesting sidelight — since an 
18-year-old cannot sign a contract 
they cannot own property and 
therefore do not pay taxes but can 
vote in a bond election. 


As usual you cannot second guess 
the legislature. Since the new state 
sales tax is 5 percent I figured that 
any sale under a dime- was not 
taxable and thought that our sub­ 
scription price of $5.00 going out of the 
area would not be taxed as it figures 
out a little less than IO cents per copy. 
Now I find that the legislature wrote 
into the law that anything over nine 
cents would be taxed. 


So our $4.00 subscriptions in the 
area are tax free but we must charge 
25 cents tax on the $5.00 ones.

City 
Marshall Johnson has arranged that 
there will be no blocking of the Main 
Street by autos and will have a fair 
show to see and enjoy the fun. 
Tuesday the oil well that has been 
digging for three or four months, hit 
the pay and flowed 32 barrels in 28 
minutes.

ANSON — With the cer­ 
tification of crop acreage going 
full blast at the ASO office this 
past week Jones County far­ 
mers were surveying current 
and future prospects for the 
year with mixed degrees of 
hope .and. misgivings 
On tnk optimistic side at this 
mid-yeax*j>oint is the fact that 
the county’s rainfall for the 
year is neafr normal, cotton is 
growing rapidly and early milo 
is only just the last few days 
started showing stress from 
summer heat and thfr need for 
additional moisture. 
The misgivings and ap­ 
prehension come from the fact 
mat tnough the county is very 
fortunate as a result of the May 
and June rains that have put 
crops and ranges in much better 
condign than those in neigh­ 
boring counties of this area, the 
year was started without un­ 
derground 
moisture. 
Ap­ 
pearance of cutworms, careless 
worms, army worms, and some 


weevils in some cotton fields is 
also causing worry. 
Conditions vary, depending 
on the nature of the soil and land 
preparation 
but 
generally 
speaking early milo 
is st the 
critical stage and rain is badly 
needed as heads form and the 
maturing stage arrives. 
Cotton on the other hand is not 
yet hurting for mositure, and 
except where insect damage is 
heavy should continue in good 
growing condition for one or two 
weeks, or until it starts fruiting 
heavily before it shows stress 
from a moisture shortage. 
Pastures and grazing con­ 
ditions remain mostly fair to 
good, but continued extreme hot 
weather like that of the past 
weekend will soon begin to take 
its toll 
Worm damage in cotton is 
being experienced in various 
parts of the count/, but not 
considered too serious in most 


fields. The over winter weevil 


threat is mostly in the south 
part of the county where some 
spraying is already being done. 
Most of the worm damage is In 
the younger cotton that was 
caught in the cycle of certain 
insect developments. 
The ASC office reported last 
week that the crop certification 
requirement has bean com­ 
pleted for approximately half of 
the farms, but the office will be 
busy until August I with the 
acreage certification of cotton, 
feed grain, peanuts, and aet- 
aside-acres which must be 
completed for growers to 
qualify for farm program 
payments. 
This year's rainfall in tbs 
Anson area, Jan. I through June 
is 14 inches compared with 12.1 
in 1970 and 16.7 in 1909, ac­ 
cording to County Agent Kirby 
Clayton’s records. 
The difference in this and the 
past two years is lack of un­ 
derground moisture, Clayton 
said.

When she changes her 
name, the new bride is

man said. “Any earnings 
she had under social se­ 
curity before her marriage, 
as well as any earnings af­ 
ter her marriage, can then 
be correctly credited to the 
same record,” he said. 


"It’s her earnings record 
that determines the amount 
of her cash benefits - and 
not just when she retires,” 
the social security official 
said. “The disability and

He said a new bride can 
change her name by calling, 
writing, or visiting any so­ 
cial security office.

But student beneficiaries can 
receive full benefits for any 
month in which they do not 
earn more than $140." 
S t u d e n t 
beneficiaries 
whose yearly earnings top 
$1,680 will have $1 of bene­ 
fits withheld for every $2 
they earn from $1,680 up to 
$2,880. Above yearly earn­ 
ings of $2,880, $1 in benefits 
is withheld for every $1 
earned.

And when he carried his de­ 
mand into court, the judge did 
order the bricks removed. The 
judge said Hanks could not be 
forced to sell a piece of his land, 
however small, that he chose to 
keep for himself. 
This is the law’s traditional 
view, when an object overlaps 
the boundary line onto a neigh­ 
bor’s property. Whether it is a 
barbecue pit or a gutter or a 
fence or a garage wall, the neigh­ 
bor may usually insist an actual 
physical removal — rather than 
having to accept money as com­ 
pensation. 
However, removal can be cost­ 
ly indeed— a real hardship on the 
first party. In recent years, courts 
have shown a growing willingness 
to “weigh the equities’’ of the 
situation, refusing to order a re­ 
moval that is plainly unjust. Take 
this case: 
A farm er was haled into court 
on the ground that the wall of his 
garage extended exactly one inch 
into 
a 
neighbor’s 
farm. 
The 
neighbor demanded destruction 
of the wall; the court said no. 
Noting the slightness of the in­ 
trusion, the court said: 
‘T h e law does not bother with 
trifles.” 
What if the intrusion is not by 
mistake but on purpose? That 
tilts the scales sharply in favor 
of the neighbor. Almost always, 
the court will order outright re­ 
moval, regardless of the hardship 
it Ihay entail. 
In one case, a boundary line 
between two lots was in open 
dispute between the owners. One 
owner, without waiting for the 
dispute to he settled, went ahead 
and built a house on what he 
thought was his own land. 
As it turned out later, his 
house extended almost four feet 
into the adjacent lot. Here, a 
court ordered him to remove the 
house, despite the obvious hard­ 
ship. The court said he could not 
complain of a predicament he 
walked into with his eyes open.

LB. 
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And What Have You 


By BOB CRAIG 


When the 18-year-olds received the 
right to vote on July I it is quite likely 
that a whole new world of legal 
problems will be coming to the sur­ 
face soon. For instance, can an 18- 
year-old serve on a jury? Are they, or 
should they still be, considered 
minors until they are 21. 


Vermont has already taken a step 
which the other states probably 
should take. They have lowered the 
age of manhood to 18. In that state an 
18-year-old can enter into a legal 
contract. His parents are freed from 
the responsibility of supporting him 
when he reaches the age of 18. He can 
marry without parental consent and 
can claim many other public rights 
and responsibilities previously not 
reached until the age of 21. 


All of these problems came to the 
surface when Ohio approved the 
constitutional 
amendment, 
thus 
becoming the 38th state to do so. It 
took the okay of legislatures in three 
fourths of the states. The ratification 
of the amendment granted the right 
for those persons to vote in all elec­ 
tions, whether local, state or federal. 


Now that they can vote — what 
about all of the other privileges and 
responsibilities that come with the 
age of 21, should they be lowered to 18 
too? 


The first real question along this 
line that seems to come up is that of 
jury service. Under present state 
laws, anyone who is on the registered 
voter list is qualified to sit on a jury. 
Put at the same time thee is a 
provision in the new jury law that you 
must take jurors from the county 
voter registration rolls but they must 
be 21 years old. 


But if the 18-year-old is on the 
voting list can you exclude him? This 
is a question that county officials wiL 
have to wait for the Attorney General 
to decide. I noticed that in Deaf Smith 
County they are going to make up two 
lists for the present time — one with 
18-year-olds and one without — and 
let the lawyers decide which list they 
want to use. 


I suppose that if an 18-year-old 
student is called for jury duty the 
schools will have to give them an 
excused absence. 


What a lot of people failed to realize 
when all the fuss started to lower the 
voting age was that 21 was not just an 
age someone had picked out of thin 
air and decided that that would be a 
good age to let people start voting. It 
was set at this age because a lot other 
things happen at the age of 21. 


Now the question will be should the 
age of maturity be lowered to 18 
because of the right to vote at that age 
or should it be left at 21? 


One interesting sidelight — since an 
18-year-old cannot sign a contract 
they cannot own property and 
therefore do not pay taxes but can 
vote in a bond election. 


As usual you cannot second guess 
the legislature. Since the new state 
sales tax is 5 percent I figured that 
any sale under a dime was not 
taxable and thought that our sub­ 
scription price of $5.00 going out of the 
area would not be taxed as it figures 
out a little less than IO cents per copy. 
Now I find that the legislature wrote 
into the law that anything over nine 
cents would be taxed. 


So our $4.00 subscriptions in the 
area are tax free but we must charge 
25 cents tax on the $5.00 ones.

At that 
time we should know pretty well the 
standing of all St .te candidates. City 
Marshall Johnson has arranged that 
there will be no blocking of the Main 
Street by autos and will have a fair 
show to see and enjoy the fun. 
Tuesday the oil well that has been 
digging for three or four months, hit 
the pay and flowed 32 barrels in 28 
minutes. This well is just two miles 
from the Penick Dam and is just over 
theline in Shackleford county, and is 
three m iles from Lueders.

and the drillers estimate that the well 
will settle down to about 700 gallons.

ANSON - With the cer­ 
tification of crop acreage going 
full blast at the ASC office this 
past week Jones County far­ 
m ers were surveying current 
and future prospects for the 
year with mixed degrees of 
hope .and. misgivings. 
On tn^optimistic side at this 
mid-year*point is the fact that 
the county’s rainfall for the 
year is neat normal, cotton is 
growing rapidly and early milo 
is only just the last few days 
started showing stress from 
summer heat and thfr need for 
additional moisture. 
The m isgivings 
and a p ­ 
prehension come from the fact 
m at though the county is very 
fortunate as a result of the May 
and June rains that have put 
crops and ranges in much better 
conditon than those in neigh­ 
boring counties of this area, the 
year was started without un­ 
derground 
m oisture. 
Ap­ 
pearance of cutworms, careless 
worms, army worms, and some 


weevils in some cotton fields is 
also causing worry. 
Conditions vary, depending 
on the nature of the soil and land 
preparation 
but 
generally 
speaking early milo 
is at the 
critical stage and rain is badly 
needed as heads form and the 
maturing stage arrives. 
Cotton on the other hand is not 
yet hurting for mositure, and 
except where insect damage is 
heavy should continue in good 
growing condition for one or two 
weeks, or until it starts fruiting 
heavily before it shows stress 
from a moisture shortage. 
Pastures and grazing con­ 
ditions remain mostly fair to 
good, but continued extreme hot 
weather like that of the past 
weekend will soon begin to take 
its toll. 


Worm damage in cotton is 
being experienced in various 
parts of the county, but not 
considered too serious in most 


fields. The over winter weevil 


threat is mostly in the south 
part of the county where some 
spraying is already being done. 
Most of the worm damage is in 
the younger cotton that was 
caught in the cycle of certain 
insect developments. 
The ASC office reported last 
week that the crop certification 
requirement has been com­ 
pleted for approximately half of 
the farms, but the office will be 
busy until August I with the 
acreage certification of cotton, 
feed grain, peanuts, and set- 
aside-acres which must be 
completed for 
growers to 
qualify for farm program 
payments. 
This year’s rainfall in the 
Anson area, Jan. I through June 
is 14 inches compared with 12.1 
in 1970 and 16.7 in 1969, ac­ 
cording to County Agent Kirby 
Clayton’s records. 
The difference in this and the 
past two years is lack of un­ 
derground moisture, Clayton 
said.

And when he carried his de­ 
mand into court, the judge did 
order the bricks removed. The 
judge said Hanks could not be 
forced to sell a piece of his land, 
however small, that he chose to 
keep for himself. 
This is the law’s traditional 
view, when an object overlaps 
the boundary line onto a neigh­ 
bor’s property. Whether it is a 
barbecue pit or a gutter or a 
fence or a garage wall, the neigh­ 
bor may usually insist an actual 
physical removal — rather than 
having to accept money as com­ 
pensation. 
However, removal can be cost­ 
ly indeed— a real hardship on the 
first party. In recent years, courts 
have shown a growing willingness 
to “weigh the equities’’ of the 
situation, refusing lo order a re­ 
moval that is plainly unjust. Take 
this case: 
A farmer was haled into court 
on the ground that the wall of his 
garage extended exactly one inch 
into 
a 
neighbor’s 
farm. 
The 
neighbor 
demanded 
destruction 
of the wall; the court said no. 
Noting the slightness of the in­ 
trusion, the court said: 
“The law does not bother with 
trifles.” 
W hat if the intrusion is not by 
mistake but on purpose? That 
tilts the scales sharply in favor 
of the neighbor. Almost always, 
the court will order outright re­ 
moval, regardless of the hardship 
it may entail. 
In one case, a boundary line 
between two lots was in open 
dispute between the owners. One 
owner, without waiting for the 
dispute to be settled, went ahead 
and built a house on what he 
thought was his own land.

Here, a 
court ordered him to remove the 
house, despite the obvious hard­ 
ship. The court said he could not 
complain of a predicament he 
walked into with his eyes open.
